TEE ONTARIO BOUNDARY CASE. 

On Tuesday of last weok the urgiinient 
on the Ontario boundary award wua opened 
before the judicial coniinitteu i)f the privy 
council in England, and a deciaion was 
speedily rendered that the an-urd of the 
coniniiaaionera was not bindinj^. The 
boundiiriea of the province of Otitario are 
now being fixed by the privy council. It 
is now about ten years .-.iiicc the yovorn- 
niBnts of tho Dominion and Ontario uiirced 
that the question of the disputed wostorn 
and north-western boundaries of Ontario 
should be referred to these referees, and 
both governments pledged thenisolvos to 
consider the determination final. Six 
yoara ago the arbitrators selected by the 
respective yovernnionta met, and after 
hearing the aiLiuinonts on both sides 
found that tho northern boundary of On- 
tario extended to Hudson's Bay and the 
western boundary to the Lake of tho 
Woods, and that these two points should 
be united by a lino proposed many years 
before by the Hudson Bay Company, 
namely the Albany River, and on the ;!rd 
of August, 13TS, they signed an award 
granting to the province of Ontario tl'J,-

Ah Ying, iworn, stitcd she caiiio from 
China a few weeks ago in the ship that 
had small pox. When she came she wont 
to Look Don's house; tho woman Kani 
.Sue was with hor. She waj willing to 
stay. Two priaoner,s and a white man 
came to the house; tliey lifted ihein up 
and put thoni in a oarnago; she Ihon waa 
sewing buttons on; they had a candle; the 
woman Sam Sue and Ah Doan and Choy 



On wore thore. When the men entered 
they did not speak. Ah Fong lifted her 
up and put her in a carriage; she did not 
want tu go; the prisoners got in; there 
were four Chinaman and three women in 
the carriage. Chin Ah Yune and Lie 
Hong were the other men. She had one 
shoo on and nu stockiiiga. The drove fur 
ofl'and put theiti iu an old cabin; Ah Fung 
remained with thetn; in the cabin there 
was nothing but old lumbar and bamboo; 
the carriage went anay; they remained in 
the cabin over an liour; a Chinaman 
brought them shoes and stockings. It was 
rainy; tho men took them down to the 
match hiclory; when they were in the car- 
nage they cried; the man put hia hand 
over her mouth and pointing a knife at 
her told her tu atop crying; ho treated the 
other girla in the sains manner; it was so 
dark she Could not tell which man it was 
tliat threatened and pointed the knife; it 
was the knife produced iu court; three 
stayed at tho match factsry that night and 
next day. 

Mr. Walls here asked the witness if one 
uf tho Chinamen attempted to take liber- 
ties with them. 

Mr. Wall objected to this as being out- 
side the ofFoncft eharged. 

Witness identified tho knife. They 
were put in a room iiiid told not to cry. 
A short follow threatened thoin with the 
knife; prisoners were present; they were 
afterwards put iu a boat by a white man; 
thoy puddled oflf; it was dark. 

Ohoy On, aimther of the girls' being 
sworn, mainly corroborated the evidence 
of the preceding witness as to the facts of 
their being taken away, and stated that 
she had sold her house in China to come 
to British Columbia with Mrs. Sain Sue. 

Sum Sue, tho old woman iu whoso 
charge the girls were, deposed she neither 
bouglit nor sold them, or used them for 
the purpose of prostitution; the youngest 
girl who waa sick waa her daughter; Ah 
Viiig the first witness had borrowed $100 
from hor. 

This witness was examined by Mr. 
Mills, on iMr. Walla declining to do sOs 

This concluded the uviduiioe fur the 
pruseuutiuu and the court adjourned till 
to-morrow.
